Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 26.—The Senate, by 
its action to-day upon a bill from the Judiciary 
Committee which proposes to punish persons 
who steal horses or other property from In- 
dians, shows that it is not disposed to take a 
sentimental view of the Indian question.

THE REAGAN AND SAPP RAILROAD ILS. 

The following resolutions were unanimous- 
ly adopted a few days ago by the New York 
Board of Trade and Transportation: 

“ Resolwed, That in the opinion of this Board the 
provisions of the Reagan bill for the regulation 
of inter-State commerce, as a whole, are just 
and reasonable; and with the amendments re- 
lating to small shippers before alluded to, and 
the prohitjition of cutting onexportand im- 
port business, should becomea law; that some 
measure of the kind is absolutely necessary to 
protect the public interest; and, further, that 
the tude of the interests involved is so 
great that a competent Board of Commissioners 
should be provided by a supplemental act to 


superintend the operations of inter-State rail- 
road laws, and from time to time recommend 


to Congress such additional or qualifying meas- 
ures as may be required to do substantial jus- 
tice to the public and railroad interests. 

“ Resoloed, That the compensation for such 
Com missioners should be large enough to com- 
mand the services of men of the highest char- 
acter and ability.“ 

An elaborate report prepared by a special 
committee accompanied the presentation of 
these resolutions, in which were set forth 
the reasons why preference was given to the 
Reagan bill over the Sapp bill for the pres- 
ent; the resolutions, however, call for a sup- 
plemental act of Congress which shall pro- 
vide the essential feature of the Sapp bill— 
viz.: a National Commission for the super- 
vision of inter-State railways. The fact 
seems to be that neither the Sapp bill nor the 
Reagan billis in the most desirable shape, 
but that, as both bills are in the hands of the 
same Coyamittee and in nowise antago- 
nistic, they should be merged into one per- 
fect scheme, rather than to adopt the mere 
general policy outlined by the Reagan bill 
and await future @ongressional action for 
complete relief. 

The fatal defect in the Reagan bill is the 
omission to provide for a National Railway 
Commission, without which there cannot be 
equitable and enduring protection against 
the railroad abuses. The general principles 
of the Reagan bill are correct. It prohibits 


discrimination and the pooling of freights, 
makes it unlawful to charge more for a 
shorter than for a longer distance, ‘and pro- 
vides that schedules of rates shall be publicly 
posted. But, having made a general declara- 
tion of principles, the bill fails to provide an 
adequate supervision to hold the corpora- 
tions to the rules thus laid down. There is 
nothing in the bill to prevent the railroads 
from changing their schedules of rates every 
week or every day, nor any provision for 
curbing the extortion which the railroads 
may choose to put upon the public at any 
time. The Committee of the New York 
Board of Trade have pointed out Fat the 
Reagan bill is defective, too, in applying the 
rule against discrimination to “like services,“ 
—a generalization which would admit of 
evasion. For instance, a shipper sending 
nine car-loads of freight over a certain dis- 
tance might be charged double as much as 
another shipper who should send ten car- 
| loads over the same distance and at the same

used as a cover for discrimination. All such 
details, however, can only be effectively car- 
ned out through the agency of a Govern- 
mént Commission, which is not contemplated 
by the Reagan bill. 

One or two objections made by the New 
York Board of Trade to the Sapp bill are 
well taken. The Board of Commissioners, as 
provided by that bill, is toe large and the 
salaries too small. The scheme contemplates 
a Board of nine Commissioners, one to be 
appointed from each Judicial Circuit of the 
United States, with a salary of $3,500 a year. 
A Board consisting of three Commissioners 
ata salary of $10,000 each would cost no

THE TAX ON PAPER AND PAPER-MAKING. 

There are several great industries in this 
country which are directly and grievously 
afflicted by the tariff without any rational 
purpose or financial reason. These are the 
manufactures of cotton, linen, glass, and 
paper. In all these great industries the use 
of soda-ash and of other bleaching agents 
is an essential and serious item of cost. The 
articles are indispensable, and the tariff tax 
is oppressive and represgive, and most in- 
jurious to all engaged in these large branches 
of industry. 

We wish to call the attention of the press 
and of Congress to the effect of the tax on 
soda-ash and other bleaching agents upon 
the cost of making paper. In this country 
paper is mage not only from rags, but largely 
from straw and from wood. The process of 
bleaching in the manufacture of paper from 
straw wood is a costly one because of 
the great quantity of chemicals needed, and 
because of the oppressive tax imposed upon 
these necessary commodities. The annual 
importation of soda-ash exceeds two hundred 
millions of pounds; the duty on this article 
is $5.65 per ton. The duty on other chem- 
icals used for the same purpose is even 
higher. Paper is one of the great manufact- 
ures of this country, and every tax upon the 
materials needed in the business becomes a 
burden, without accomplishing any cor- 
responding benefit. 

The great “boom” witch has so crazed 
the iron, steel, and coal industries of the 
country has extended sympathetically to 
other productions. It has reached that of 
paper-naking. The prices of paper at the 
mills have been advanced between 25 and 88 
per cen¢sinee June last. And the trouble 
with the newspaper consumers of print“ 
is, they cannot increase their subscription 
prices to correspond with the advance of 
white paper. If they raise their price, they 
lose subscribers, and so they are thus far 
standing the loss as a choice of evils. When 
they protest to the papermakers against the 
advance, the latter point them to the high 
cost of soda and other bleaching-powders, 
and say that if the duty were taken off they 
could materially reduce the price of print- 
paper. This is the main excuse given for 
the great advance in the price. 

The fact, however, is that the American 
manufacturers have combined to place the 
price of print-paper at the exact point which 
will exclude iniportation. Theduty on paper 
used for books and newspapers, magazines, 
and other similar publications, is 20 per cent 
on the foreign cost, and 20 per cént on the 
storage, handling, commissions, and other 
foreign charges, to which is to be added the 
cost of ocean freights and inland transporta- 
tion to the place of consumption. The ad- 
vance is an arbitrary one: there has been no 
such increase in the cost of rags, straw, or 
wood as to justify any such increase in the 
price of print-paper since last summer. There 
may have been some increase in the cost of 
labor and of transportation, but nothing to 
warrant the increase of one-third made by 
the manufacturers. 

The papermakers represent, as they have 
always done, that they are heavily taxed upon 
the chemicals and bleaching-powders used 
in their production. This complaint is also, 
and as strongly, urged by the manufacturers 
of cotton and linen goods and glassware. 
This complaint has been urged on the ground 
that, if the manufacture of paper was re- 
lieved of the heavy tax upon bleachers, the 
American papermakers could, because of 
the better qualities and cheaper cost of the 
Sraw and of the wood, make paper for ex 
port, and sell it abroad in successful compe- 
tition with the paper of Europea mills. 
This, if true, shows that the present tax on 
bleaching-powders and all other chemical 
agents is an oppressive and restraining weight 
upon the unlimited expansion of American 
paper-manufacture. 

Any tax on paper is a tax on public intelli- 
gence. The book, the magazine, the pamphlet, 
and the newspaper are essentials to the Ameri- 
cap people. They are the disseminators of 
knowledge; they are the great American 
teachers; they enter every household; they 
carry information where it could not other- 
wise go; and they cultivate and maintain 
that public sentiment upon which publie and 
private morality depend. The magnitude of 
this tax on paper can be estimated partially 
by considering the many millions of publica- 
tions issued daily and weekly, and reaching 
every household, showing the enormous 
consumption of paper in this country, 

Now, the duty of Congress in this matter 
is a plam one. American manufacturers 
of paper, and of glass, cotton, and linen 
goods, should be relieved of every tax on 
each and every thing entering into their pro- 
duction. All raw materials, all chemicals, 
all dyestuffs, and all bleaching-powders of 
every description and quality should be ad- 


| mitted free of duty, and these manufactur- 


ers placed on the same footing in this respect 
with their foreign competitors. The manu- 
facture of paper in this country should be 
relieved of this tax in an especial manner, 
because a tax upon paper is a repressive tax 
that reaches every man, woman, and 
child in the country that can read 
and write. At the same time, the duty on 
all paper, especially that used for books and 
newspapers, should be reduced one-half,—that 
is, to 10 per cent. If the statements of the 
manufacturers as to the heavy addition made 
to the cost of producing printing-paper be- 
cause of this tax on chemicals be true, then

revenue from printing-paper is not large, and 
can be spared, and the tax on chemicals used 
for bleaching serves only to swell the cost of 
manufacture. Every newspaper and every 
publisher in the United States, therefore, 
should unite in all these facts before 
Congress, in order that that body, being thus 
informed, can relieve the manufacturers of 
this useless and oppressive burden, and that 
the duty on paper, if not abolished also, be 
reduced to one-half. The case is too plain 
for Congress to hesitate in the matter.

HOPE FOR IRISH LAND-RBEFORM. 

John Bull is beginning to recognize the 
force of public opinion as asserted by the 
clamor of the Irish people and reéchoed by 
their friends and sympathizers in America. 
An evidence of this fact is to be found in 
John Bright’s speech at Birmingham last 
Saturday. He then suggested that Parlia- 
ment appoint a Commission and empower it to 
negotiate the sale of farms, with the assistance 
of the Government, in all cases where the 
landlords were willing to sell and the tenants 
willing to buy. He would have the Govern- 
ment advance in such cases three-fourths of 
the purchase-money, the principal and inter- 
est to be repaid in thirty-five years. This 
proposition is in the line of Parnell’s scheme 
for land-reform in Ireland, and, if it were 
found to work well, it would be the begin- 
ning of general relief, 

It is likely that a large proportion of the 


Irish landlords would be tempted, under 


such u plan, to part with their lands for cash 
ata fair valuation. Many of them are em- 
barrassed by debts and incumbrances which 
they might thus escape, and many more are 
alarmed at an agitation which has so much 
intrinsic merit and commands such general 
sympathy that it promises fruition in the end. 
Others, in need of all the income they have 
been accustomed to get from their tenants, 
and conscious that they cannot exact under 


the present distress the same high rates as 


formerly, will be témpted to convert their 
possessions into funds that are immediately 
available. There must be afair proportion 
of tenants, too, Who can, with the assistance 
of friends, avail themselves of an oppor- 


tunity to acquire ownership of their lease- 


holds by payment of one-quarter in cash 
and the remainder in a term of thirty-five 
years,—enough of such tenants, at least, to 
inaugurate and establish the plan of Govern- 
ment aid. Bright would provide for compul- 
sory sales only in cases where the land is 
owned in large tracts by London corpora- 
tions; but this concession would recognize 
the legality and practicability of the Parnell 
scheme, and the movement for a change 
from the feudal system to individual owner- 
ship is one that will grow if it ever gets a 
start. 

There is evidently a hope for land-reform 
in Ireland if the Liberal party shall be in the 
ascendant. It is true that John Bright is 
ahead of his party, but he has public 
opinion on his side. The Lrish Home-Rulers 
have also a strong arm in Parliament. 
They will be able to offer the Liberals a 
hundred votes for other political measures if 
the latter will sustain their scheme for land- 
reform. There is no reason why the masses 
of the English people should be hostile to a 
reform for which they themselves may ask at 
some future day on theirown behalf. The 
Government has a fund of nearly £20,000,000 
attached to the Disestablished Irish Church 
which it can use at the start; it will have the 
security of the lands for its advance of three- 
fourths of the purchase-money; the scheme 
will be self-sustaining, as the purchasing ten- 
ants will pay the interest currently and the 
principal in the end. John Bright is a power 
as an apostle of public opinion, and his Bir- 
mingham speech sounds an advance which in 
England almost invariably leads to victory 
whenever reform is the object in view. 


The above question is very seriously and 


| ably discussed in a recent issue of the New 


York Nation, the principal value of the ar- 
ticle, however, lying in its canvass of the 
claims and abilities of those from whose 
ranks his successor may be selected. Before 
offering any suggestion of our own as to 
what the Empire will do when its great 
diplomatist, unquestionably the foremost 
man in Europe, shall have passed away, we 
reproduce the speculations of the Nation 
eoncerhing those who can lay any claim to 
succeed in his position, and this without 
considering their ability to wear his mantle. 

After the demise of the Chancellor, the ob- 
viously pressing demand upon the Govern- 
ment would be to select its ablest representa- 
tive in the ranks of diplomacy, since the for- 
eign relations of the Empire have come to be 
its most important, and next to that its de- 
mand of his successor would be that he 
should maintain German unity. It has been 
in these two directions that Bismarck’s mas- 
terly and brilliant statesmanship has chiefly 
displayed itself. The Nation recognizes but 
one possible Chancellor, Prince Hohenlohe, 
who has enjoyed the training that fits him 
for the post. There is one serious disqualifi- 
cation, however, which stands in his way. 
He isa Bavarian by birth, and it is an un- 
written law of the Empire that its Chan- 
cellor shall also be Minister President of 
Prussia. If diplomacy eannot furnish the 
successor, what outlook does the bureau- 
cracy of Prussia offer? The Nation runs 
through the list of possible candi- 
dates with hardly less gratifying results. 
Count Eulenburg, the Minister of the In- 
terior, showed his weakness in his lame de- 
fense of the Socialist law. Stolberg-Wer- 
nigerode has shown his incompetency as V ice- 
President of the Council. Von Puttkammer, 
the successor of Dr. Falck, has committed 
blunder after blunder. Lucius, the Minister 
of Agriculture, has no qualifications. The 
entire Ministry, in fact, has been made up of 
mediocrities, whom Bismarck chose because 
he could use them as tools for his purposes. 
In the military class there are but two men 
who can be mentioned,—Manteuffel, the Gov- 
ernor of Alsace-Lorraine, who has no aspira- 
tions for the place, and Von Moltke, a bitter 
reactionist, without any ambitions whatever. 
Should either of these soldiers be selected, 
there can be no question that his adminis- 
tration would involve the Empire in trouble 
with Europe, plunge everything into con- 
fusion, and end in serious disaster. 
Leaving the diplomatic and military 
departments, the Nation examines Parlia- 
ment and the Parliamentary leaders, and 
finds that, if the Cabinet should have a Lib-

tor a more Hberal and conciliatory successor, 


would bring in at least the possibility of a 
mild, just, and hopeful policy.” 

In forecasting the action of the Government 
in case of Bismarck’s death, the successor to 


his policy, it appears to us, is not of such im- 


portance as the temper of the German people. 
One man isnot indispensable to the prosperity 


of Germany. Bismarck may die, but Bis- 


marck's policy will remain. If that policy has 
been thoroughly earried out and is firmly 


. rooted in the favor of the German people, it will 


still influence Germany, no matter who may 
succeed its great founder. If they desire 
unity and nationality, instead of a loose, in- 
congruous, and scattered collection of States, 
pulling against each other, they will demand 
the continuance of Bismarck’s policy. If, on 
the other hand, the Separatists and other 
factions which correspond to our State-sov- 
ereignty lunatics become strong enough to 
have their way, they will upset Bismarck’s 
policy and work a division. It does not fol- 
low, however, that, because the author of a 


. policy dies, the policy will die. The Italians 


desired unity, and Count Cavour showed 
wem the way to obtain it. He died, but 
Italian unity remains. Washington, Hamil- 


‘ton, and Adams showed the people of this 


country how to: become a Nation. They are 
gone, but the Nation remains, notwithstand- 
ing the severe storms to which it has been 
subjected, and it was never more firmly 
grounded than now. So in the case of Bis- 
marck’s great work. It will not be neces- 
sary when he is gone that a phenomenal 
statesman shall appear in his place to carry 
out his work. If the German people want 
his policy it will remain. Thereal necessity 
in their case is a better balance of parties and 
less autocracy, and when he is gone there 
will undoubtedly be a more equal division of 
parties, more salutary compromises, and a 
greater equality of sentiment. German unity 
will stand, unless it is destroyed by the blun- 
ders of the aristocracy on the one hand or 
the violence of Communism on the other. As 


between these two extremes, there is every 


reason to believe that the sentiment of the 
great masses of the German people is in favor 
of continuing, protecting, and strengthening 


the colossal work of unity which Bismarck 


has accomplished. If that be their sentiment, 
it is net necessary that Bismarck’s successor 
ghall be a second Bismarck. 


8 THE bill that passed the Spanish Parlia- 


ment (Cortes) the other day abolishing slavery 
in Cuba is apt to leave a wrong impression on 
the public mind.

PHILADELPHIA & READING. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 26.—To-day the United 
States Government, through a Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, seized upon the property of the 
Philadelphia & Reading Railroad Company: for 
claims amounting to nearly half a million dol- 
lars. The particulars are as follows: The Com- 
pany in December, 1878, and from time to time 
since, issued certificates to pay its employés and 
officers. Each was for the sum of $10, and 
payable with interest at a fixed per cent, rang-

Two watchmen have been placed in 
charge of them, the total value of the engines 
being a little over $185,000. Collector Ashworth 
maintains that the Company cannot obtain re- 
lief from execution save by the actual payment 
of the amount claimed, as there is a law which 
provides that “no suit for the purpose of ro- 
straining the assessment or collection of any tax 
shall be maintained b courts.”” Under this 
law, as construed by liector, the Company 
bas no other alternative than to pay the money, 
and, if they think they havea case for further 
proceedings, they can sue the Government for 
the amount . Nearly $5,000,000 in scrip has 
been i y the Company, so that the Gov-

HORRIBLE ACCIDENT. 


A Little Girl Burned to Death, and Her 
Parents Seriously. 

Last evening there was in one of the wards at 
the County Hospital a scene to make the stout 
heart quail, the cheek grow palé, and the eye 
dim. In one of the male wards lay a manly 
form, with the arms and hands covered with 
a muff of lint, and the head almost 
completely concealed'in a hoodand mask of 
lint, saturated with ofl and lime water, with 
which the surrounding bedding was stained. 
The eyes now and then peeped out from the 
scorched and swollen eyelids, which were visi- 
ble through small apertures in the mask, and, 
through a larger opening, the blackened nostrils,

Ate 
writhing movement of her husband a gasp 
esca her, and she wrung her hands in ago- 
nized frenzy. Some relatives, friends, and neigh- 
bors who had called to console the afflicted pair 
were shedding tears copiously, as were alsoa 
number of the inmates of the ward. 

All this the result of an_ accident which oc- 
curred at about 1:38 yesterday afternoon in the 
house of Charles Woodward, a painter occupy- 
ing the rear half of the third story of a buiid- 
ing at No. @28 West Lake street. r. Woodward 
had got thé job of painting a house on Michigan 
avenue, and preparatory thereto was mixed a 
size for the walls of the house. There was 
a risk fire in the kitchen, and in the 
rear of this was a small shed filled with paints 
and oils. While Mrs. ‘Woodward was washing 
the dinner dishes, he engaged in preparing the 
size, and was boil an iron pot full of resin 
and other ingredients, when suddently it caught. 
He made an effort to throw the flaming mass 
out of a window, but was so horribly burnt 
about the face, hands, and arms -that 
he was compelled to drop it.

Itis alsoreperted that in some dis- 
tricts the loggers will not be able to fill their 
contracts, but a shortage in one quarter 
is expected to be made good by an aug- 
ment in another, so that no one fears 
the total stock of logs will not be large enough.
